A scuffle between some people 
gathered in a park downtown 
turned ugly and led to an attempt¬ 
ed murder charge, police said yes¬ 
terday. 

A 45-year-old man is in stable 
condition in hospital today after 
being stabbed multiple times near 


Higgins Avenue and Main Street 
on Tuesday afternoon. 

Police said yesterday the victim 
was with a number of people gath¬ 
ered in a park near the intersec¬ 
tion when a man began assaulting 
some people. 

The victim intervened to stop 


the fighting and some punches 
were thrown between the two 
men, police said. 

Neither was injured, and the 
alleged instigator left the park, 
only to return a few minutes later 
and stab the victim, police said. 

The knifing was halted when 


two bystanders stepped in, accord¬ 
ing to Const. Natalie Aitlcen. 

Witnesses flagged down officers 
who arrested a 30-year-old suspect. 

The Crown recommended a 
charge of attempted murder 
against Kevin George Daniels, 
police said. The charge was

Outdated stadium played 
role in death of fan: Judge 

O Judge wants safety improvements to be made at Canad Inns Stadium 
— slated for demolition after this season — after a fan fell to his death 


Andrew Szabo died slowly 
after a drunken fall from 
the stands at a Canadian 
Football League game. 

Lying in a Winnipeg 
hospital for hours, doctors 
oblivious to his many 
broken bones and internal 
bleeding, Szabo eventual¬ 
ly went into shock before 
physicians realized there 
was something seriously 
wrong. 

Yesterday, a provincial 
court judge ruled that out¬ 
dated stadium stands, and 
a failure to run X-rays and 
other basic tests con¬ 
tributed to the 52-year-old 
man’s death. 


“I conclude that Mr. Sz¬ 
abo’s death was preventa¬ 
ble,” Judge Mary Kate 
Harvie wrote in her re¬ 
port. “The recommenda¬ 
tions in this report 
identify for consideration 
areas of improvement at 
the Canad Inns Stadium, 
for changes to the pre-hos¬ 
pital system, as well as 
recommendations for the 
enhancement of care of 
trauma patients at com¬ 
munity hospitals.” 

Szabo was an alcoholic 
and had consumed liquor 
before arriving at the sta¬ 
dium in August 2006, his 
widow, Barbara, testified 


at the inquest. 

He had just come back 
from ordering two beers 
at the start of the game 
and stood up to go meet a 
friend when he tripped, 
tumbled down the stairs 
and through a guardrail. 
He fell roughly six metres 
to the concrete below. 
Paramedics took him to 
the nearby Grace Hospital 
instead of the city’s main 
trauma unit at the Health 
Sciences Centre down¬ 
town. 

The guardrails in the 
stadium’s north-end 
stands should be upgrad¬ 
ed immediately, Harvie 


recommended. She also 
said building inspectors 
should assess handrails, 
steps and other parts of 
the aging stands to see 
whether more improve¬ 
ments are needed. 

The judge urged federal 
and provincial agencies 
that set national building 
codes to consider making 
them retroactive for stadi¬ 
ums, hockey arenas and 
other public facilities. 
Currently, older buildings 
only have to upgrade their 
safety measures if they 
undergo a major renova¬ 
tion.

There were no surprises 
at Winnipeg city council 
yesterday. 

Council voted for a 
plan that would allow 
daytime residential park¬ 
ing bans to help snow¬ 
plows clear streets faster 
this winter. 

The parking ban on res¬ 
idential streets will rotate 
in two shifts: a 12-hour 
day shift and a 12-hour 
night shift. 

For communities with 
high density, street park¬ 
ing will be banned on 
every other street to allow 
people to move their cars. 

Council also voted to 


spend $250,000 on an 
awareness campaign for 
the ban. 

During the same coun¬ 
cil meeting, council offi¬ 
cially handed the reins 
over to the province for 
health inspections. 

Mayor Sam Katz said 
that the move made 
sense, since city inspec¬ 
tors handle the core area 
while provincial inspec¬ 
tors handle the suburbs, 
leading to differing stan¬ 
dards. 

However, Coun. Russ 
Wyatt said he wasn’t sure 
the move was a good idea, 
since the province has 
one inspector for every 
75,000 people while the 
city has an inspector for 
every 12,000.

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KLM to run planes 
on old cooking oil 

O EU has told airlines to cut carbon emissions by 
three per cent on continental flights in 2012 


Dutch airline KLM plans to 
use recycled cooking oil as 
biofuel to power flights to 
and from France in a move 
aimed at cutting carbon 
emissions. 

In September, KLM will 
begin more than 200 biofu¬ 
elled flights between Paris 
and Amsterdam, the com¬ 
pany said yesterday 


Camiel Eurlings, KLM 
managing director, said the 
airline does not have to 
make changes to its aircraft 
engines to use the new bio¬ 
fuel. As well as reducing 
carbon emissions, the bio¬ 
fuel flights are intended to 
produce a “minimum nega¬ 
tive impact on biodiversity 
and food supply.” 


Eurlings said he expects 
authorization to be granted 
soon for KLM’s flights using 
the new fuel. 

The European Union told 
airlines this year that they 
would have to cut carbon 
emissions on flights to the 
continent by three per cent 
in 2012.

My parents are visiting soon, 
which is exciting because it 
means I have to clean my 
apartment.

LONDON. A handgun once 
owned by gangster A1 
Capone sold for nearly 
$110,000 US yesterday at 
an auction in London. 

The Colt .38 revolver 
was manufactured in 
1929, the year of the St. 
Valentine’s Day 
Massacre, when seven 
people were slain during 
clashes in Chicago 
between Capone’s gang 
and a rival mob. 

Auctioneer Christie’s 
says the gun went for 
$109,080 US to an 
anonymous online bid¬ 
der. 

It was sold by an 
anonymous private col¬ 
lector along with a letter 
from Madeleine Capone 
Morichetti, the widow of 
A1 Capone’s brother 
Ralph, confirming the 
gun “previously 
belonged to and was on¬ 
ly used by A1 Capone 
while he was alive.” 

The sale price was at 
the upper end of the 
pre-sale estimate of be¬ 
tween $80,000 and 
$113,000. It includes a 
buyer’s premium. 

New York-born mob¬ 
ster Alphonse (Al) 

Capone dominated the 
Chicago underworld 
during Prohibition until 
his 1931 arrest for tax 
evasion. 

Capone died in 1947.

• Wear shoes, not sandals, 
and use eye and hearing 
protection 

• Start and refuel mowers 
outdoors, never in a garage 

• Refuel with the motor 
turned off and cool 

• Only adults should adjust 
blade settings 

• While mowing, use mow¬ 
ers with automatic shut¬ 


down abilities, such as 
those with a control that 
stops motion when the 
handle is released 
• Don't mow in reverse un¬ 
less necessary, and watch 
out for others 


• After mowing, wait for 
blades to stop completely 
before removing the grass 
catcher, unclogging the 
discharge chute, or cross¬ 
ing gravel roads.

Offs is all about 
repurposing found objects. 
They give us a few tips. 


Walk away from upholstery 

Bed bugs hide and lay eggs 
in almost any material, es¬ 
pecially soft textiles. 

Never bring bed frames, 
mattresses, box springs or 
upholstered furniture into 
your home, warns the duo. 

Also: “Fabric on an up¬ 
holstered chair can age and 
develop mould,” says Wary, 
“and a rusty spring or staple 
inside a chair can break or 
pop out — and you don’t 
want to sit on that.” 

(A deep puncture wound, 
such as from a spring or sta¬ 
ple, is most susceptible to 
tetanus infection — see 
your doctor if you get 
pricked!)

Before it’s dealt with at 
home, smell it! “Cigarette 
and (urine) odours never 
come out,” Meyers warns.

Safe bets 

Glass vases or plastic stor¬ 
age boxes are usually reli¬ 
ably clean finds. “If it looks 
like it’s in good shape, with 
no strange smells, don’t 
worry about cleaning it be¬ 
fore bringing it home,” 
Wary says.

In 1995, your beloved 
Jets’ final first-rounder 
came seventh overall. This 
time, the Winnipeg 


Whatchyamacallits also 
pick at No. 7. Last time 
around the Jets selected 
some kid named Shane 
Doan, a winger from the 
Western Hockey League. 
And once again a forward 
is in the offing. 

Your team is deep on de¬ 
fence with the likes of To¬ 
bias Enstrom, Dustin 
Byfuglien, young Zach Bo- 
gosian and a good support¬ 
ing cast. In goal, Ondrej 
Pavelec will be 24 when 
the season begins and his 
numbers will only improve 
as the team around him 
does. Up front, Evander 
Kane and Alex Burmistrov 
are talented but still green 
and growing; it’s too early 
to tell where they’ll end 


up. On a good team, every¬ 
one else is a second-liner at 
best.

If a playmaking 
centre is more Chevelday¬ 
off’s style, Ryan Strome of 
the Ontario Hockey 
League’s Niagara IceDogs 
fits the bill. Then there’s 
the fastest-rising prospect 
of them all, skilled banger 
Mika Zibanejad from Swe¬ 
den. 

Now, are any of these 
kids going to be the next 
Shane Doan? Way too early 
to tell. Could they be bet¬ 


ter? Anything’s possible. 
Doan is a perennial 20-plus 
goal-scorer and one of the 
NHL’s all-around good 
guys, a leader on and off 
the ice. But Doan’s never 
scored 80 points or 35 
goals, numbers any team 
picking in the No. 7 range 
hopes to see eventually. 

So come tomorrow 
night, Winnipeg will have 
its newest NHLer. Whether 
he’ll live up to or surpass 
what the last first-rounder 
to pull on a Winnipeg jer¬ 
sey has done will take 
some time.
